They wish to prc'cnt the president of the Council, the president of the 
Vnlon and the cditnr-in-chicf of the ‘Dail.''' twho arc censidc.-ed to occupy 
the thre prlne!p.i! student offices'! from holding nny other office, to .I'dow 
a Jiunihcr of important executive officiais — council members and presidents 
mosll5’ — to hold or,: "minor" position not speeified on their lists. 

But. they sa;., .-ii.y office-holder can hold another equally or tnore iin- 
portniit po.Hiiion if he first resigns from the position he occupies. 

This las: clause rcaliy need not he part of the motion. It would apply 
onli’ to cxccptionaJ case.s. );s place could better he taker, hj' the words "at 
the same tinit" he added to the two previous clauses. 

It is evidently not the ohiect ol the prcpoundcr.s to restrict a college stu- 
dent from liolding any numher of important p-ositions, if he is otherwise 
eligible lor th^m But he must not hold more than ont high position at a 
time. 

This is a very commendul'le attitude, heeaus a student in filling a high 
position is expected to spend a great deal of time on it, apart from his stu- 
dies. This he cannot do if his time is divided between two important offices. 

aVs a whole, the motion " ould do something to heJp Qi t'nc better distri- 
bution of honors. It v ould also apply to the first ''whereasm" if the jihrase 
"at the same time" were added- Otherwise, the first "whereas" would have 
little connection with the motion in general. tVe do. however, disagree with 
any seiienic lo introduce officerr not ratified h>' the Fludents' Council.
